A SL A U G H T E R IN DAKOTA. 


Four Tcrav iu Shot by » Frenzied Farmer, 
W ho Suicides. 
H uron, I). T., J une 7 .—A horrible tragedy 
occurred Monday morning in Lake By ron, a 
neighborhood twelv e miles northeast of Huron. 
A fanner named Simeon Nelson shot and 
killed three persons, wounded a fourth, and 
then blew out his own brains.

The party went to the claim to do some 
plowing, when they were met by Nelson, 
armed with a Winchester rifle, a revolver, and 
a large knife. 
Mrs. Shaw was shot twice, 
once in the head and once throu gh the body. 
Miss Lyman and you ng Shaw were both shot 
in the head. 
Mr. Lyman was also with the 
party u nd escaped by getting Udiiu d his team. 
After the shooting Nelson started for his 
hou se. Ju st l>efore reaching home be placed 
the mu zzle of his rifle to his temple and blew 
his head almost to atoms. 
There is intense exeifcment over the affair, 
and scores of teams loaded with i>eople ore 
going to the scene.

There are 30,000 cattle in the county , 
aud of these 003 hav e been condemned.

gov ernment allows $40 per head for good cat­ 
tle and $20 for infected. Besides this, infected 
barns, etc., are burned and the v ery ground 
on which they stand is disinfected. 
The meat 
is destroy wl also, as it is believ ed that the dis­ 
ease can be communicated to the human sy s­ 
tem by eating the infected meat.

Of the Siou x City & St. Pau l railroad land 
grant bill, the committee says, “we are in­ 
formed that a former government official by 
tlie name of Ju dge Lawrence, who is a resi­ 
dent of Ohio, has been engaged by the set­ 
tlers on this grant at a fee of $1 per acre, 
making a su m total of $73,000 in case the 
committee su cceeded 
in getting the 
bill 
throu gh."

the committee 
recommend that the next general assembly 
prepare and to rco u i>on the attention of con­ 
gress bills for government telegraph, for di­ 
rect election of the senate by the people, and 
the devotion of the su rplu s revenu e to the re­ 
du ction of the interest-bearing debt.

Roman Catholic will l» e permitted to become 
a meml>er of any order which binds its mem­ 
bers to secrecy or bihid obedience to the dic­ 
tates of leaders. 
Secret pass-words may be 
penq itted, bu t a Roman Catholic mu st have 
no secret which can not be reached by the 
confessional if necessary. 
It will also be pro- 
liosed that a closer relation be brou ght abou t 
between Roman Catholic members of labor 
organizations au d the Roman Catholic clergy. 
Tlie object of this is to prevent Roman Catho­ 
lic laboring men from drifting off from the 
chu rch on accou nt of their association with 
Protestants, and to keep them from adopting 
th« i« )rias which are antagonistic to the chu rch 
dogmas.

TACTICS OF BOODLKKY. 


INDICATIO NS OF JURY M ANIPULATION 
IN T H E SH ARP CASE. 


Inducement* Thrown Out to I’rop osed 
« furors To He K**y on the O ld M a n - 
Distinguished Talesmen Drought to Dook 
—A ttem p t to Put Sharp In .fail—Testi­ 
mony In the Chicago Case. 


New Y ork , June 7.—The novelty of the 
p roceedings in the Jacob Sharp bribery 
trial 
Monday drew an unp recedented crowd to the 
oyer and terminer court. 
Inside the bar 
were many members of the legal p rofession, 
who took great interest in the management of 
the unusual features of the case. 
The first 
p art of the day was occup ied in examing sev­ 
eral men who had temp orarily occup ied seats 
in the jury-box and had been excuse« 1, and 
others w ho had been called as talesmen but 
not accep ted as jurors, all of whom testified 
to having received hints from acquaintances 
and others that seemed sufficient to Judge 
Barrett to warrant him in ordering the ar­ 
rest of the p arties so ap p roaching them. 
The first witness examined was Juror Hud­ 
son, who said an a« ?quaintance named Hoag- 
land, last Thursday afternoon, met him and 
after a few* words regarding his jury duty, 
said: “Don’t be hard on the old man.” Hoag- 
land is secretary of the West Hide bank, and 
Hudson’s rep utation is such as to p reclude the 
p ossibility of his being bribed. 
George Rup - 
p el said: 
Two men called on me on the 13th of May and 
told me th a t I would he on the Sharp jury, and 
th a t it would be worth $25,000 to me. They also 
said that if I becam e forem an I would ever after 
have nothing else to do hut to smoke my cigars. 
G eorge H. S utto n sa id : 
A Mr. W arner, a social acquaintance, cam e 
into my p lace last Thursday and asked me If I 
w anted to get off the jury. I said I did. Then he 
said: 
“I sup p ose you are for the p rosecution?" 
A fterw ard be said: 
“Can t you favor the de­ 
fense?" This was followed by a rem ark about 
my being execs» *« I the next « lay, I was challenged 
by the defense on the following « lay. 
Judge Barrett ordered a warrant to be is­ 
sued for W arner’s arrest. 
Louis H. Raymond, a boat-builder, testified 
that George H. Lynch, secretary of the Chris­ 
top her 
W e s t Tenth Street railway, met him 
on the street shortly after Robert \\ . Smith 
was summoned as a juror, and Lynch called 
on him ami told him that a man living in his 
locality had been drawn as a juror in the 
Sharp trial, and that he [Lynch] wished the 
witness to see this man and induce him to be 
lenient on Sharp , and that he [witness] would 
be p aid well. 
Judge Barrett ordere 1 that a w arrant be 
issued on Raymonds affidavit for Lynch’s 
arrest. 
Judge Barrett also ordered the arrest 
of the young man Hoagland. Hoagland and 
W arren will be arrested on the charge of em­ 
brace rvv-w hile that against Lynch is that of 
attemp ted embracery and their cases will l>e 
brought before the grand jury, ^ h is ended 
the investigation for the p resent. 
The names of 618 citizens who had failesl 
to answer summons to do jury duty during 
thecase were then called. 
Judge Barrett 
had p reviously announced that he would fine 
every delinquent $100 unless he had a good 
exp lanation of his conduct. 
The l^rosjr t of 
the court funds being increased by 
$bl,8 00 
was disp elled, however, as one delinquent 
after another answered p romp tly to his name 
and p resented excuses which in most cases 
were accep ted by the court. 
Among those 
who failed to answer were Tony Pastor, 
Louis L. I,orillard, H. McK. Twornbly and 
Richard K. Fox. 
Mr. Fox, however, came 
into court later and escap ed a fine. 
During 
all these p roceedings the eleven jurors ac­ 
cep ted in the case so far were locked up ia 
another room so that they could not hear 
what was going on. 
The examination of 
talesmen was finally resumed and occup ied 
the rest of the day, there still being one va­ 
cant seat in the jury box when court ad­ 
journed. 
Just before adjournment District Attor­ 
ney Martine moved for the commitment of 
Jacob Sharp to p rison. Mr. Stickney, of 
counsel for Mr. Sharp , argued that such 
action would p rejudice the jury against the 
defendant 
He also objected on the ground 
of the age and illness of Mr. Sharp ; also that 
yo reasonable ground existed for such a se­ 
vere measure. Judge Barrett decided that he 
would not rule up on the district attorney s 
motion until the warrants issued for the ar­ 
rest of the alleged embracers are returned,and 
the extent of their connection with the de­ 
fense, if any, ascertained

The p resident's p lan was 
to move on the Confederates direct at Centre- 
ville and attack them in their stronghold. 
McClellan’s was to go down the Chesap eake 
and then work up to Richmond, Va., and 
cap ture the cap ital of the Confederacy before 
the army at Centrevilie could p revent it. 
It 
has not been decided to this day which p lan 
was the best. 
Either one might have been 
successful if carried out quickly. 
As it was, 
there were delay and hanging back and argu­ 
ment, while weeks and months were lost 
McClellan’s p lan was finally adop ted. But the 
fact remains that from that day on McClellan 
regarded the authorities at Washington as hif 
natural enemies. 
In his letters during the j 
P eninsula cam p aign occur such exp ressions | 
as these: 
“Those bounds at Washington are after me j 
again.” 
In these words he refers to President Lin­ 
coln and his cabinet and the congressional > 
committee, including in the lump certain | 
military commanders. 
Esp ecially he con- j 
ceived a deadly enmity to Secretary Btanton. 
March 8, 1862, the p resident issued his gen­ 
eral war order No. 3, directing the army of 
the Potomac to move down the Chesap eake.

Of all this the two adv ancing co l­ 
u mns knew nothing, except Just that it 
rained. 
That waa plain enough. 
April 5 Keyes marched five miles o u t, en­ 
co u ntered the Co nfederate fo rtificatio ns at 
Lee’s Mills and sto pped. 
Sev en miles belo w 
Yo rkto wn there was a line of fo rtificatio n*, 
qu ite acro ss the so lid gro u nd o f the Peninsu la, 
which, betweeu the bead o f Warwick riv« **- 
and Yo rk riv er, narro wed to three mile* 
Besides that the Co nfederates had 
dam med 
the deep creeks flo wing into the Jam es cm« J 
Warwick riv ers, which had Irarkel ihe wu tei 
into impenetrable bo gs. 
The Co nfederate army o f the Peninsu la wuh 
u nder the immediate co mmand o f Gen. J. 
Bankhead Magru dcr. 
He hu rl prepared o r 
begu n three lines o f fo rtificatio n acro ss the 
Peninsu la. The first o ne was seven miles 
M o w Yo rkto wn. 
While McClellan had 
l*e<?n equ ipping his army and getting a “go o d 
ready,” at Washingto n, the Co nfederates had 
t« en fo rtifying l» etween him and Richmo nd 
It was the Warwick river and the fo rtiiica 
tio na alo ng its co u rse which sto p)ied McCIcl 
bin’s army, l*» th ITeintnelman o n the rigln 
and Keyes o n the left 
This river o n the 
map.« McClellan had access to flo wed parnil» *) 
with tho se rivers, 
nearly so u theast.

reality It flo wed acro ss the Peninsu la between 
the rivers. 
It made a fo rmidable barrier, fo rtified as it 
was. 
Keyes’ co lu mn sto pped at Lee’s Mills

Warwick, and encamped

Yo rkto wn, where it was also sto pfied by the 
Warwick. 
This was Magru der’* seco nd and 
mo st impo rtant line o f fo rtificatio ns. 
The 
first had been abando ned March 1. The o ld 
line o f fo rtificatio ns thro wn u p by the firiti-.li 
in 1781 had been revived by Magru der. Alo ng 
the line o r the Warwick, stretched acro ss tie* 
Peninsu la, were 11,000 Co nfederates, and this 
was the fo rce o ppo sed to McClellan with his 
army o f 85,000 men. 
President Linco ln kept dispatching to him 
to “strike a blo w.” 
Magru der expected an 
attack. 
Hia tro o ps lay u po n their arms in 
the trenches several days awaiting the attack 
Oppo site where McClellan’s arm y lay, near 
Y’o rkto wn, there were o nly 5,000 so u thern 
tro o ps.

One o f the Co nfederate fo rtificatio ns o n the 
F*xJeral right was kno wn as Dam No . 1. 
April 10 a reco nnaissance o f the Co nfederate 
po sitio n was made here by so me o f Gen. 
William F. Smith’s men, u nder o rders fro m 
the general in chief. 
The Warwick was 
waist deep, bu t so me
